Relief benefits in Chicago have 
been cut to 65 G , but W heeling re ­ 
lief clients have received up to the 
present tune full paym ent of their 
relief. This has been possible be­ 
cause of the 3 0 T drop in the re ­ 
lief load th at followed the recerti­ 
fication. 
Mr. Klehm says that 
there may be a small reduction in 
am ount of paym ents 
in August, 
but unless the relief is largely in­ 
creased by the new W PA rules, re ­ 
lief paym ents can continue in their 
present proportion.

They have exactly $86.76 towards 
either one. 
There are two reasons why the 
expected receipts did not m aterial­ 
ize: 
Only eighteen business men co­ 
operated in the sale of coupon and 
prize books, the receipts of which 
prior to day of celebration was 
only $319.50. 
Ten of those eighteen business 
m en are members of the board of 
directors, leaving only eight gen­ 
eral members of the association 
who sold advance tickets. 
There are 75 members in the 
association. 
The second 
reason for small 
profit was the attem p t of the com­ 
m ittee to provide worthwhile en­ 
tertainm ent including 
O utstanding fireworks. 
L arge dance orchestra. 
Good prizes. 
Special swim show. 
Street decorations. 
No attem pt was made to skimp 
on the quality of the program , al­ 
though local expenses were kept 
at a minimum with m any members 
of the association giving freely of 
their time. 
If the trade and civic association 
had advertised a big celebration 
and offered the public only refresh­ 
ment and gam e stands with a ball 
gam e thrown in, the profit woula 
have been a whole lot nearer the 
goal.

Chicken Theft 
King Broken 


Pair Are Believed 
Responsible For Theft 
Of Thousands of Birds 


A two-man team expressly o r­ 
ganized for 
conducting 
raids on 
poultry 
farm s of the 
northw est 
area was broken up last Friday 
when Lake county deputy sheriffs 
arrested John A. Ritchuck of Bell­ 
wood, 37 years old, one of the 
partners in the forays. 
He named 
Steve J. Kludy, 24, as his accom­ 
plice. 
Ritchuck and Kludy are believed 
to have stolen several thousand 
chickens in Lake, Cook, Du Rage 
and McHenry counties. 
Ritchuck 
adm itted raids on the P. I* Fen- 
trees farm near 
Diamond Lake 
school on June 14, where they got 
200 pullets; 
the 
Otto 
Sporikan 
place, route 54 east of Long Grove, 
where they took 200 pullets; the 
Roppult farm northw est of M un­ 
delein, 
where 
they 
stole 
180 
chickens; 
Howard 
Converse 
and 
John He rte I, route 59A south of 
Volo, where they got 197 and 50 
birds, respectively, and the John 
Thatcher farm , route 59A, near 
Mundelein 
where 
they 
got 
275 
W hite 
Leghorns. 
The 
Thatcher 
farm was raided last Thursday. 
Paul Volz, of B arrington, head 
of a group of farm ers who have 
organized for protection against 
the thieves, 
said he believed that 
other gangs were active in the vi­ 
cinity and that raids would not 
stop with the breaking up of the 
Ritchuck-Kludy combination.

H eights Superintendent of Streets, 
is receiving a lot of satisfaction ov­ 
er the success th a t is m eeting W PA 
Project No. 20168, a city wide pro­ 
ject designed to provide a m axi­ 
mum num ber of work hours at a 
minimum of expense to the munici­ 
pality. The project is set up for 
repair of sidewalks, 
curbs 
and 
streets. It started June 7, 1939 and 
is operated under the direction of 
Mr. Euchring with Richard Boeger 
as governm ent superintendent. 
The work up to the present time 
has been on grading of curbings, 
repair of walks and construction of 
new walks. 
A total of 2370 square yards of 
curbs have been graded and seeded. 
One notable example of such work 
is on the north side of Euclid ave., 
near Vail, where curbing adjoining 
vacant property had been allowed 
to grow to weeds. 
The repair of 3583 square feet 
of sidewalks has been largely con­ 
fined to lowering the cement slabs 
that have been raised by growing 
tree roots. The blocks are raised 
and a fte r cutting out the over­ 
grown tree roots, are lowered into 
place. 
New walk construction, am ount­ 
ing to 6594 square feet have been 
laid. In all cases m aterial is fu r­ 
nished by adjoining property own­ 
ers. 
Mr. Euchring says that not 
one word of com plaint has been 
received about the workm anship of 
his 
men. 
They 
will

to have their work inspected. Re­ 
quests

sim ilar 
construction 
should be made of Mr. Euchring 
by calling No. 6, asking for the 
street departm ent.

very largely upon his ability to 
have percentage of his layers go 
through two production seasons.

that the average farm er should 
cull his flock throughout the whole 
yea/. 
At this season of the year one 
of the best indicators of a hen 
that has not produced heavily, in 
the yellow skin breeds, is the pig­ 
mentation that can be seen in th** 
legs and beak, 
lf a nu miler o f the 
liens have yellow legs it is a very 
I good indication, according to Farm 
{Adviser C. A. Hughes, that these 
chickens have not been taking the 
yellow coloring out of their skins 
and putting it into the yolk OI 
eggs. 
While there are a num ber 
other characteristics to cull by, a 
poultry man will not go very far 
wrong in picking out the yellow 
legged hens and sending them to 
m arket and giving more space and 
feed to those that are showing a 
profit. 
There are other characteristics 
th at are to be l*K>ke*i for wit h we 
will discuss a t a later time, but this 
is one that is fairly reliable and 
very obvious for the most part. 
On the other hand if a flock has 
not been fed and m anaged proper­ 
ly m any of the hens will have yel­ 
low* legs. 
If a flock is in this 
condition th** possibilities are that 
the hens are not at fault hut the 
m anagem ent and feeding of the 
flock are a t fault. 
Therefore cull­

Experiments 
Test Methods 
For Curing Hay 


“A few years ago the N ebraska 
Experim ent Station ran a series 
of experim ents on the best method 
of curing hay in the fields,” states 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“ It 
was found for the most part that 
the best method for curing hay 
was to leave the hay in the sw ath 
only so long as it took the hay to 
wilt thoroughly but for most of 
the leaves not to become brittle. 
Iii this condition the hay was put 
in sw aths and left to cure. 
“ If it is raked with a side de­ 
livery* rake it should be raked so 
that 
th e 
leaves 
are 
inside 
the 
sw ath ami the stem s on the outside. 
This furnishes ideal conditions for 
the stem s th at contain most of the 
m oisture to dry. At the same time 
a leaf that has not become brittle 
will still continue* to 
evaporate 
m oisture from the stem and a fte r 
it. is cured the leaf will be fairly 
green and contains the most valu­ 
able part of the hay. 
“ Hay that is scorched by the 
sun in sw aths becomes brittle, sh at­ 
ters and sometimes one half of 
tho feed value of the hay is left 
in the field. At the sam e time hay 
th at is burnt by the sun loses its 
carapine which is valuable in the 
feeding of any kind of livestock. 
Obviously when the ground is dam p 
and hay lays on the ground it is 
going* to contain considerable ex­ 
ternal m oisture and it will not mow 
so well. 
T urning the sw aths an 
hour or so before putting the hay 
up will sh atter some leaves hut at 
the sam e time it will loosen up the 
hay.” 
I 
Many farm ers are beginning to 
use silos for ensiling their hay 
crops due to the inability to mow 
it because of rainy w eather condi­ 
tions. 
A lfalfa hay put in a silo 
with molasses has proven to he an 
exceptionally good type of ensil­ 
age. 
The am ount of grain fed to 
stock, 
dairy cows in particular, 
may be reduced by feeding this 
type of ensilage.

Home Canners Told 
Sweet Corn Crop 
•Ready For Cellar 
Sweet corn of outstanding qual­ 
ity is abundant 
throughout tile 
state this year, according to word 
which Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes 
has received from Lee A. Somers, 
associate in vegetable gardening 
extension work, College of A gri­ 
culture, U niversity of Illinois. 
Home canners, for that reason, 
will want to redouble their eflort 
to put up a plentiful supply of 
corn tor winter. 
No*w, when the corn is in the 
milk stage, is the time to carry 
out canning plans. 
A delay of a 
day or two may mean considerable 
difference in the product canned, 
Mr. Hughes points out. Homemak­ 
ers in m any places are combining 
efforts so that they m ay use a 
pressure cooker, which is absolute­ 
ly necessary to safe and successful 
corn canning. 
Corn is best canned immediately 
afte r 
gathering, 
working 
with 
small 
quantities a t a time ann 
completing the whole canning pro­ 
cess as quickly as possible. 
A 
stiff brush is necessary to remove 
the silk when the corn is being 
husked and cleaned. 
The corn is cut from the cob 
so th at the kernels are whole, and 
the cob is not scraped. P ut into col­ 
ander or strainer, the corn is low­ 
bred into kettle containing enough 
boiling w ater to cover corn 
and 
boiled 2 to 4 minutes. 
It is then 
drained quickly and packed into 
pint glass ja rs or No. 2 C 
enam ­ 
eled tin cans. 
One-half inch space 
is 
left a l top of the container. 
One-half teaspoon salt and % to I 
teaspoon sugar, if desired, may be 
added to each pint. 
Boiling w ater 
is added to cover the corn and it 
is then processed in a pressure 
cooker at 15 pounds pressure at 
the rate of 75 minutes for pint 
ja rs or No. 2 cans.

T he F arm 


facturers recognize 
the grow ing 
interest in safety devices and a t ­ 
tem pt lo remove the d anger spots 
from farm machniery, laws sim i­ 
lar to this old illinois statu te, but 
applying 
to 
the 
m anufacturers, 
may bt* considered by S tate legis­ 
latures. 
It is true, of course, th a t 
farm m achinery operators, by ex­ 
ercising enough care, can largely 
avoid personal injury and liability 
to others. The average man, how­ 
ever, cannot be expected to use 
mort than an average amount of 
care. 
Tho Illinois law referred to may 
he found in the Illinois Revised S ta ­ 
tutes, C hapter 70, sections 3 - 5 / 


An increasingly large num ber of 
serious farm accidents have occur­ 
red during the past few y e a rs ., 
Tractors and power take-off ma- ■ 
ehinerv. particularly corn pickers, 
have been responsible tor many 
such accidents. 
Trior to tne advent of tractors, i 
however, there were certain farm 
machines of a dangerous enough ! 
nature to receive consideration by 
the law m akers of Illinois.
